There is a strong 
sympathy for, the Chinese, and it is 
shown in the efforts making by chris- 
tian people to teach and convert them. 
And then such id the dearth of domes- 
tics and laborers for menial labor, that 
the Chinese are sought for, are wanted 
and readily employed by all classes, 
serving in all capacities from that of 
scullions and farm hands, to house ser- 
vants among the bon ton. While poli- 
ticians and the people are speech mak- 
ing and resolving that the Chinese 
must go, we would like to see grow 
up a better spirit of sympathy for 
our own flesh and blood—the thousands 
of men and women who, Senator Miller 
says, are begging for work in San Fran- 
cisco—and then when we get the law 
to prevént Chinamen from landing upon 
dur shores we shall make a beginning 
of getting rid of them. In this we con- 
cede to a Chinaman the right to life, 
liberty, and the pursuit of happiness, 
but in doing so we insist that our first 
duty is to our own race and kindred, 
and until we can care for and convert 
the poor and vicious among us, we 
would not advise to waste our energies 
on foreigners. 


PROSCRIBING MARRIED WOMEN. 


The New York Board of Education is 
considering the propriety of passing a 
law preventing women who may marry 
while ehgaged in teaching in that city 
trom becoming teachers hereafter. In 
other words that their marriage is 
equivalent to a discharge. The grounds 
for this action are stated to be that it is 
supposed that when a lady marries she 
betters her condition and her husband 


should support her and she should give : 


way to single ladies who need the situa- 
tions. We were mot aware that they 
were charitable as well as educational 
institutions, or that school boards were 
elected for the purpose of keeping 
young schoolma’ams in pin money. It 
seems to us that this is an unjust dis- 
crimination, contrary to the principles 
which govern this great people, and 
that the men who attempt such foolish- 
ness as to enforce such a rule are un- 
American, unenlightened and unfit for 
the positions they hold.

TELEGRAPH MONOPOLIES. 


Congressman Springers Bill—The 
English System. 
— — 


Congressman Springer recently in- 
troduced a bill in the House of Repre- 
sdhtalives’ which | will, it passed, 
accomplish a much needed reform. 

The American people have permitted 
one of the most dangerous and arbitrary 
corporations to develop unchecked, 
into a giant monopoly verifying the oft 
repeated assertion ‘‘that no people on 
earth tolerate being humbugged with as 
good grace as the Americans. 

In 1866 Congress passed a law pro- 
viding that, ‘‘any telegraph company 
might have the right to construct and 


operate lines on any portion of the 
public domain, and on any military or 
133 road, or across any of the naviga- 
le waters of the United States, and 
that such telegraph com might 
take and use from the public lands the 
necessary stone, timber and other ma- 
terials for stations and other needful 
uses in the construction and operation. 
They might take any of the unoccupied 
lands for the necessary stations, upon 
certain conditions, some of which were 
that the rights and privileges granted 
under that act should not be transferred 
by any company acting thereunder, to 
any other corporation, association, or 
person.“ The last clause has been 
shamelessly and persistently ignored. 
Among other conditions was the follow- 
ing important proviso ‘‘that the United 
States might for postal, military, or 
other purposes, purchase the telegraph 
lines, property, and effects of any and 
all companies acting under the author- 
ity of the act at an appraised value to 
be ascertained by five competent, dis- 
interested persons.“ Mr. Springer’s 
bill merely ‘provides for this appraise- 
ment leaving the question of purchase 
a subject for subsequent consideration. 
The appraisement would. show. the 
actual value of the lines, property, and 
effects, regardless of the market value 
of the stock. It is believed that an 
appraisement of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company’s property would 
show a valuation not exceeding $15,- 
000,000, although the company has a 
capital stock of $80,000,000, worth 
about 80 cents on the dollar. The re- 
ceipts of the company in 1880, before 
the consolidation, were nearly 813, 000, - 
000, and the net profits about $6,000,000. 
Assuming the $15,000,000 valuation to 
be correct, the fact that a het profit of 
$6,000, 000 is realized annually, speaks 
volumes illustrative of the rapacious 
greed of this corporation. 
bill pass, the appraisement, and con- 
sequent exposure of the enormous 
profits accruing to telegraph companies 
would enable the government to adopt 
one or two courses, as Mr. Springer re- 
marks, ‘‘either so regulate e charges 
of existing companies as to bring them 
within a reasonable proportion to the 
capital invested, or, to secure the need- 
ed relief urged by an enlightened pub- 
lic sentiment, avail itself of its contract, 
and take the lines at their appraised 
value. 

The English government has for the 
past twelve years managed the telegraph 
lines in connection with the Post Office 
department with excellent results. 
According to the last annual report of 
the Postmaster General 3,500,000 more 
messages were sent during the last fiscal 
year, than during the previous’ one, 
reaching an aggregate of 20,000, 000 
messages. The government paid $50,- 
000,000 to the telegraph companies 
when it took poss 
yet the net receipts of the past year 
were sufficient to pay 3 per cent on the 
investment, after paying all expenses 
of the department, and for all exten- 
sions, leaving a surplus of $12,000 the 
profits being equivalent to 4.17 
cent on the capital of $50,000,000.

out Great Britain and Ireland, 

There is room for serious reflection 
in the foregoing remarks and it be- 
hooves the people of the United States 
to demand through the press, the unan- 
imous support of their representatives 
in Washington, to this commendable 
measure. That the rates now charged 
are exorbitant no one will deny, and 
without discussing the question of 
Government control, if the passage of 
the bill results in nothing more than 
the appointment of a Government 
Board of Directors empowered to regu- 
late the charges for transportation of 
messages, it will render invaluable serv- 
ice by not only reducing the rates, but 
also by curbing the power and insatiate 
greed of a giant monopoly. J. M. D. 


IMMIGRATION FROM IOWA- 


A Colony to be Established in 
Southern Califetnia. 


Mr. L. H. Washburn, a lawyer re- 
siding at Muscatine, Iowa, called at the 
office of the Immigration Association of 
California yesterday, for the purpose 
of eliciting information in regard to the 
condition and tsate of lands, etc., in 
Southern Oalifornia. Mr. Washburn 
stated that he intended to establish an 
agency in Los Angeles. He intends to go 
back to Iowa next month, where he will 


advertise as suitable for colonists the 
lands he may select during his stay. 
There are a large number of families, 
some seventy, in the neighborhood of 
Muscatine alone, who are anxious to 
immigrate and settle in California. 
Mr. Wasnburn expects to arrange excur- 
sion trains néxt Fall to bring immi- 
grants to the colonies, at reduced rates, 
at the same time providing for those 
who may not wish to stay in returning 
the same way to their old home. He 
has spoken to Mr. Goodman, passenger 
agent of the Central Pacific Railroad, 
in relation to the matter, and that gen- 
tleman has promised that in case his 
scheme meets with success he will taci- 
litate matters as much as possible.—

THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


The County Superintendent Gives Some Facts 
and Suggests © Remedy for a Si 
Serious Defect. 


Eprron tollowing 


school fund: One teacher is assigned to 
each district for every seventy census chil- 
‘dren or fraction thereof, equal to twenty. 
Two hundred dollars u apportioned for 
each teacher assigned, except in Fountain 
Valley and SulphurSprings districts, which 
having less than twenty census children 
receive but one hundred dollars per 
teacher. The remaining money is appor- 
tioned upon the average daily attendance 
of last year, at the rate of $10.60 per 
capita. This is the first apportionment 
made upon the basis of the average daily 
attendance at school, and it will be 
found upon comparing it with other 
apportionments that this method of ap- 
portioning the school moneys works great- 
ly to the advantage of those districts 
which are doing the educating in our 
county. 
Heretofore the money remaining on hand 


after ac hundred dollars per 
teacher, had distributed according 
to the number of census children between 
five and seventeen years of age. By this 
process those districts which had a large 
census roll, and usually asmall attendance 
at school, drew the lion’s share of the mon- 
eys. For example, such districts as San 
Juan, which employes one teacher and has 
an average daily attendance of twenty-five 
pupils, would receive nearly as much 
money as San Pedro, which employs 
three teachers and has an average daily 
attendance of ninety pupils. By the pres- 
ent method the money is, in à measure, 
laced where it is needed and will be used 
or purposes of education; and better still, 
12 received depends upon the 
— of pupils who are benefited by it, 
there is an incentive to gather the children 
into the schools. I refer to this change 
in the law here because it is pretty gener- 
ally understood that my annual report of 
1880 to the State Superintendent brought 
it about; and because many, thinking that 
it would not prove beneficial, have cen- 
sured meforit. Ifeel confident, however, 
that an examination of the following 
amounts will convince all that the cha 
is a wise one, and a reform that might 
have been and should have been effected 
long ago. It is to be a also, that the 
next Legislature will still further improve 
the law in this respect, by making the 
number of teachers assigned correspond 
with the number employed. While San 
Pedro, San Pasqual, Downey, Westmins- 
ter, Santa Ana, and manv other districts, 
employ as many teachers as they draw 
money for, San Juan receives money for 
three or and 2 loys only one, and 
Yorba, Sepulveda, Palomares, Wilming- 
ton,San Jose and eight other districts 
draw each money for one more teacher 
than is employed or required. This is an 
injustice to the tax payers and to a ma- 
jority of the schools of this county, and 
the most notable instance of this injustice 
is that of Los Angeles city, which draws 
funds for fifty-two teachers and 
employs but _— thirty-five! Truly, 
the ‘City of the Angeles,” is 
greatly favored. That she is shown 
this partiality on account of her angelic 
nature, some are naughty enough to ques- 
tion. I was a little surprised to learn at 
the Convention of Superintendents held in 
San Francisco a year ago, that other cities 
are not dealt with so generously as ours. 
In fact, I was told that none of them drew 
money for more teachers than are em- 
ployed. And yet, I presume that the 
teachers of these less favored cities are 
not more overworked nor more poorly 
paid; that their schoolrooms are not more 
crowded; that more children are not run- 
ning in their streets to-day, for want of 
school room; and that the ratio of their 
average daily attendance to the number 
of census children is not much less than 
it is in Los Angeles. The reports of last 
year show the following: tal number 
of children between five and seventeen 
years of age, 3,604; average daily attend- 
ance, 1,161.8. If ‘the amount of gees 
received by our city depended u 
the latter number entirely, it is — 
possible that the balance to the credit 
of her school fund would be less, 
and her average daily attendance for 
the ensuing year greater. I wonder 
what our Board of Education intend to do 
with the large balance which will be on 
hand at present wages at the close of the 
year. Before using it for building 9 2 
poses, as has been suggested, it woul 
well to refer to Section 1622 of the Politi- 
cal Code, which provides that the State 
Fund must be used in the payment of 
teacher’s salaries only. To comply with 
this section of the law, it may be necessary 
to keep a separate account of the different 
school funds, but to do so will save much

Tho Charge fhat it is an Onerons Burden 
Repelled— A4 Benefit—Krroncous 
Ideas Corrected. 


Onaxox, Cat., Feb. 22, 1882. 
Some one With more assurance than 
knowledge in your, correspondence from 
Santa Ana takes up the subject of fruit 
and box disinfection, and slashes right and 
left, denouncing the whole business as op- 
pressive, useless, etc. Were it not for the 
tations contained in the arti- 
cle and the : injury that might arise from 
such statements in the execution of a most 
wise and beneficial law the article would 
have passed unnoticed. The people of 
this vicinity are better posted én regard 
to the regulations for disinfecting trees, 
fruits, etc., and such a tirade would only 
cause a smile at the ignorance of the wri- 
ter, but there are many who are not so 
well informed, and tostrangers from other 
states the outlook, as depicted by your 
correspondent, would not be inviting, and 
would tend to deter them from settling 
and planting orchards in a district where 
oppresive laws are in force, and the hard 
earned dollars of the fruit growers are to 
be swallowed up unmercifully by the rav- 
enous inspectors. The law, as every well 


informed fruit grower knows, was madein 
the interest of the orchardist, and where 
longest in force Santa Clara county is 
the most esteemed, and the time will come 


when the people of this valley will rejoice 


that such a law was made and carried out. 
Many persons were seriously alarmed lest 
the disinf.ction of the fruit by the process 
prescribed would make it unsalable, and 
all kinds of reports were circulated as to 
what this commission mercbant and that 
one had said. Rut what are the facts? Every 
shipment that has been heard from since 
the law took effect here, has been sold at 
good prices without a single mention of 
anything disagreeable or unsalable about 
the fruit, and with the request to send 
on more. Instead of our oranges and 
lemons being injured, in most instances 
the fruit has been vastly improved in ap- 
pearance, as the disinfectants used tend 
to clear off any smut that may be on the 
fruit. If the fruit grower prefers, he can 
disinfect with concentrated lye diluted 
with water, instead of the soap and sul- 
phur;. and where the fruit is found to be 
entirely free of scale or insect life it can 
be passed by the inspector without the use 


of any disinfectant. 


The statement of your correspondent, 
that new fruit boxes must be disinfected 
is so utterly utter that it is surprising 
that any one having respect for his verac- 
ity would make such an assertion, and we 
will charitably say, it is a mistake. Refer- 
ence is madefto regulation number six, 
which requires all kinds of ckages that 
have been used for shipping — it in to be 
disinfected before returhing to any orch- 
ard or store room, and as the boxes from 
this section are never returned after ship- 
ments of fruit are made, there is abso- 
lutely nothing to complain of on our part. 

Any one who undertakes to enlig 
the public or complain of an injustice 
through the press, should be very guarded, 
and sure that what he writes is the 
truth, and nothing but the truth, as arti- 
cles are liable to be copied from paper to 

r all over the land. More especially is 
this the case if they are of a character in- 
jurious to the pretensions of a section as 
being adapted to any specialty. These 
lines are penned in no spirit of controver- 
sy, but only with a view of correcting er- 
roneous statements, probably believed to 
be correct, and in support of a law, that 
will, if zealously supported by the fruit 
growers, enhance the value of orange lands 
in this county fifty per cent. inside of two 
years. What a glorious result it will be 
when every orange grove in the county 
will be clean, and the orange and its kind, 
shine out in all their golden beauty like 
the double eagles they will represent fresh 
from the mint.
